2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray Town charges for the ensuing year, and to make appro- 
priations for the same. 


3. To raise or appropriate such sums of money as may 
be necessary for the maintenance of the poor. 


4. To see if the Town will apply for class five money 
known as TRA and raise the sum of $345.49 required by the 
State. 


5. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
the repairs of Highways and Bridges. 


6. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
the Town Library. 


7. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may 
be necessary for the observance of Memorial Day. 


8. To see if the Town will authorize the selectmen to bor- 
row money for temporary loans in anticipation of taxes. 


9. To authorize the Tax Collector to give two percent 
eash discount on all property and personal taxes for the pay- 
ment made within thirty days after the date of the tax bill, 
and empower the Collector to appoint a deputy Collector. 
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10. To see if the Town will raise such sums as may be 
necessary to improve Town Cemeteries. 


11. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of thirty-three dollars for the Monadnock Region Association. 


12. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to sell 
or administer all real estate acquired by the Town through 
Tax Collector deeds. 


13. To see if the Town will allow the Parent Teachers As- 
sociation to have the use of the former firehouse, located behind 
the Town Hall, for use as a Youth Center. The Parent Teach- 
ers Association to provide supervision of activities without 
cost to the Town and to repair any damage caused as a result 
of Youth Center activities. 


14. To see if the Town will vote for the white pine blister 
rust control, and raise the sum of $200.00 for same. 


15. To see what action the Town will take in regard to 
those items in the Town Budget not covered in the preceding 
articles. 


16. To see if the Town will vote to accept Trust Funds. 


17. To hear the reports of officers, agents and committees, 
heretofore chosen, and pass any vote relating thereto, and to 
transact any other business that may legally come before said 
meeting.

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REPORT OF 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Marlow: 


I herewith submit my annual report as your Superintend- 
ent of Schools. 


Last year I reported crowded conditions were expected in 
the room housing grades one through four. The enrollment as 
of January lst is 85—which is one less than forecast last year. It 
appears that there will be thirty-four in this group next year. 


Several ways of taking care of this overcrowded situation 
have been studied. Keeping one-half of Grade 4 in Mrs. Gill’s 
room and placing one-half in Mr. Abbott’s room still gives Mrs. 
Gill four grades to teach which means she has very little time 
to give to the beginning first graders who need a great deal of 
individual attention. In addition this plan means that Mr. 
Abbott has five classes to teach resulting in less time for each 
croup. Hirmeg another teacher and renting additional space 
would cost approximately $4,000. Sending Grade 8 to Alstead 
as tuition pupils will cost approximately $1,625.00 each year 
for the next two years. Hiring a teacher aid is the least expen- 
sive and the method I would recommend to try this year. 


Your teachers have attended monthly teachers meetings of 
Supervisory Union No. 60. At one of these meetings Miss An- 
nette Eveleth, State Director of School Health Services, dis- 
eussed the use of the recently published Health Guide. Other 
meetings were in preparation and follow-up of the Guidance 
Workshop held in October. 


A survey of textbook and instructional aids is being con- 
ducted this year with the view of making still more improve- 
ment of our teaching materials. It is hoped that our textbooks 
ean be brought up to date without increasing the budget by 
any large amount in any one year. 
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The School Board’s Receipts Estimate page was again 
omitted by the printer. The estimate income was $1,475.00, 
however, this was increased $807.85 due to an increase in State 
Aid giving a total estimated income of $2,282.35 which reduced 
the district assessment for school purposes to $13,644.89.
